Sir George Williams University's Department of Applied Social Science and 
its Centre for Human Relations and Community Studies will conduct special 
summer programs at Geneva Park Conference Centre on Lake Couchiching, 
Ontario during May thru August. 


This is the first time that the University is holding a special Applied 
Social Science summer program. Summer schools in French and English are 
also being introduced this year; programs in Sociology and History, and 
Geography will continue to be conducted. 


The Department of Applied Social Science will offer a Human Relations 
Laboratory, a Trainer Development Program, a Community Development 
Workshop, and courses in Supervision, Community Development, and 
Administration of Community Serving Organizations. Courses, limited to 
20 people, will carry academic credit at Sir George. 


The courses are being made more readily available this summer in order that 
those presently in community work may increase their professional competence. 


Sir George's Department of Applied Social Science established The Centre for 
Human Relations and Community Studies in 1963 to provide training, consultation 
and research to the community. Since then, the Centre has provided these 
services across Canada for schools, professional associations, public and 
private community organizations, service clubs, local and federal governments, 
and industry.
